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Judge says ex-Santa Ana City Councilman Carlos Bustamante’s alleged sex crimes are barely criminal

I t’s rare when an Orange County 
Superior Court judge is the most 
uncomfortable person in the court¬ 
room, but John Conley couldn’t 
hide his displeasure during a Jan. 16 
hearing. A former prosecutor educated 
at an elite, private New England prep 
school and known for a distinguished 
presence, Conley 
is presiding over 
a case with las¬ 
civious story lines 
straight out of a 
lame, 1970s porno. 
The defendant, 
Carlos Busta¬ 
mante—a fired 
county executive, 
onetime Santa Ana 
city councilman 
and, at least in his 
own mind, ris¬ 
ing, family-values star in the Republican 
Party—spent years throwing himself at 
women other than his wife, according to 
pending criminal charges. 

But during a media-packed session 
in which Bustamante sat slouched, 
stone-faced and almost entirely silent 
at the defense table, Conley aimed his 
ire at prosecutors Matt Lockhart and 
Aleta Bryant. The scene was remarkable 
because in our county it’s usually defense 
lawyers who unnerve judges. This day, 
however, Conley saw the Orange County 
district attorney’s office (OCDA)—not 
Bustamante—as advancing the indefen¬ 
sible by trying to turn vulgar but non¬ 
criminal or, at worst, misdemeanor acts 
into supposed felonies. 

Bryant will handle trial duties in this 
headlines-grabbing case, while Lockhart— 
a 19-year veteran known for a rapid wit 
and colorful mannerisms—plays a second¬ 
ary role overseeing potential appellate 
matters and arguing pretrial, legal minu- 
tia. He’s also the person who was leading 
the charge to slam Bustamante, a 1991 Cal 
State Fullerton graduate, with a long list 
of counts. Lockhart makes no secret of his 
contempt for the defendant’s alleged use 
of power to molest female employees with 
kisses, hugs, fondling and sex demands, as 
well as a knack for masturbating to climax 
in front of horrified targets. 

Could Bustamante’s sticky mess 
get bawdier? 

Yes. 

One female victim told investigators 
that when she was pregnant, Bustamante 
sought a sex date with her by saying, 

“Let’s put some dents in that baby’s head,” 
according to prosecution files. 

The session began with Conley 


announcing his goal was to determine if 
OCDA’s evidence presented during a 2014 
preliminary hearing had been enough 
to support 14 counts. Minutes later, the 
fireworks began when Conley declared 
an intention to dismiss the first count. 
Lockhart explained that Bustamante’s 
conduct—luring a secretary into his office 
with intentions to molest her, shutting the 
door and kissing the woman on the neck 
during a 10- to 15-second hug—was text¬ 
book felony false imprisonment. 

“Now, come on!” the glaring judge fired 
back, noting that thousands of times a day 
across the nation, bosses close office doors 
with an employee inside. 

Lockhart told Conley his view was 
misguided. ‘You can’t look at this like 
it’s a generic boss,” he explained. “Given 
his intent to sexually harass her with his 
creepy sexual behavior, you have to put the 
door closing in context.” 

Bryant agreed that “holding someone 
against her will” is false imprisonment 
and that the unwanted kiss was “a mea¬ 
sure of violence” by “a very powerful man, 
her employer.” 

An unconvinced Conley declared, “It’s 
possible there is a misdemeanor here,” 
but he dismissed the count because the 
statute of limitations had lapsed. He then 
turned attention to the second, felony 
false-imprisonment count and voiced his 
intention to reject that charge as well. An 
increasingly passionate Lockhart argued 
that Bustamante had committed the 
felony by again luring the victim into his 
office, blocking the exit, and fondling her 
breasts and buttocks. 

After defense lawyer Gina Kershaw 
claimed prosecutors embellished the 
details to make matters more sinister, the 
judge dismissed the charge, saying, “[The 
government’s prosecutors are] really 
straining to make this conduct felonious.” 

The statement ignited Lockhart, who 
stood and, with arms flailing, voiced 
frustration that Conley refused to agree 
that the defendant’s “deceit” in luring his 
targets into confined spaces elevated the 
conduct to felonies. 

“I think the facts are shocking,” the 
prosecutor said. “This is despicable con¬ 
duct. I don’t see why the court thinks this 
is a strain.” 

Lockhart then uttered the line that 
quickly sailed throughout the courthouse: 
“Maybe it’s a generational thing.” 

The judge’s eyes opened wide. He 
stared at the prosecutor for a few seconds 
before answering. “I don’t hold your lack 
of age against you,” said a frowning Con¬ 
ley, who is about three decades older. “So 
don’t hold my age against me.” 


Tension hadn’t peaked. Lockhart 
restated his implication that the judge 
must not adequately loathe Bustamante’s 
“really, really creepy” and “menacing” 
behavior. “The facts seem so egregious,” 
he said. 

Still visibly annoyed, Conley told the 
prosecutor to not lecture him about bad 
conduct and stated the test of the charges 
wasn’t an emotional one, but rather “Is this 
a felony punishable by state prison?” 

After the hearing, Lockhart told me he 
still disagreed. “[The judge] was getting 
ahead of himself,” he said. “It is irrelevant 
in a motion to dismiss to discuss punish¬ 
ment. The only thing that matters is does 
the conduct fit the elements of the statute. 
It does overwhelmingly.” 

Not persuaded, Conley ended up dis¬ 
missing five counts, including one of the 
two counts involving Bustamante’s alleged 
masturbation scenes. In his view, prosecu¬ 
tors barely met the lowest hurdle to keep 
most of the remaining charges. He also 
didn’t like OCDA’s plan to label the alleged 
victims during a future trial as, for exam¬ 
ple, “Jane Doe C,” “Jane Doe H” and “Jane 
Doe X.” The judge believed “the huge 
[alphabetical] gaps” could mislead jurors 
about the number of victims. He ordered 
prosecutors to refer to the women by first 
name and last initial. 

But the day provided only limited 
relief for Bustamante, who left the hear¬ 
ing with a puzzling explanation for his 
predicament. He told Orange County 
Register reporter Kelly Puente that the 
charges by the OCDA—run by Tony 
Rackauckas, a Republican with Latino 
blood—are part of a conspiracy to wreck 
his political rise. It’s not clear why fel¬ 
low Republicans would want to doom 
Bustamante with his 2012 arrest when 
his last grasp for higher office failed 


miserably six years earlier in a race for 
county supervisor. 

The nine remaining felony and misde¬ 
meanor charges involve: 

• the October 2010 attempted sexual 
battery of a secretary who claims she was 
tricked to enter his office for work mat¬ 
ters, but instead endured unwanted hugs 
and fondling; 

• slapping that same secretary’s backside 
in September 2011 while she stood working 
at an office copy machine; 

• stroking the flesh of a different secre¬ 
tary’s upper thigh, as well as trying to kiss 
her while she worked at a cubicle in the 
summer of 2011; 

• stalking a third woman for a three- 
year period by visiting her house, making 
repeated phone calls and tracking her 
whereabouts so he could win “sexual inter¬ 
course,” as well as masturbating in front 
of her; 

• groping a secretary in an elevator in 
September 2011; 

• demanding a long French kiss from a 
woman he’d taken to abandoned offices in 
a Santa Ana bank building in August 2009; 

• forcing hugs and kisses on a female job 
applicant in February 2011; 

• grabbing a female employee and rub¬ 
bing his whiskers on her cheek in July 2011; 

• and committing grand theft against the 
county treasury by swindling more than 
$3,000 in false reimbursement billings for 
a 2010 Harvard University “boondoggle.” 

The parties are scheduled back in Con¬ 
ley’s court on Feb. 6 for additional pretrial 
discussions. No trial date has been set.

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THE QUIET BATTLE 
FOR THE SOUL OF BILLY 
PRESTON IS BEING FOUGHT 
IN A SANTA ANA COURTROOM

O n Nov. 21,2005, the man known as “The Fifth 
Beatle” lay on a hospital bed, dressed in street 
clothes, thrashing and gasping for air. Billy 
Preston had just arrived at the Intensive Care 
Unit at Daniel Freeman Marina Hospital in Marina del 
Rey, rushed there from the Canyon, a nearby drug-rehab 
center. A large, frustrated nurse wrestled with the leg¬ 
endary, 59-year-old organ player, struggling to fit a black 
oxygen mask over his face. Eyes wide with fear, Preston 
dodged his head back and forth, unable to breathe. 
Holding his hand at his bedside was Preston's man¬ 
ager, Joyce Moore. She tried in vain to calm him down. 
“I gripped him tight and said, ‘Boo, you gotta 
relax/” Moore says. “I thought he was having a 
panic attack. I kept saying, ‘Breathe with me... 
breathe with me.”’ 

But it wasn’t a panic attack or the pangs 
of crack withdrawal. Years of drug 
abuse had culminated in malignant 
hypertension and pericarditis, the 
internal drowning of the area 
around Preston’s heart. He 
mustered the strength 


to push the mask away, look up at Moore and painfully 
utter his last words: “I... can’t!” 

Suddenly Preston’s eyes rolled back, and his grip loos¬ 
ened. The monitors flatlined. Even after doctors drained 
the fluid around his heart, he didn’t wake up. He lay in a 
coma for nearly six months before dying on June 6,2006. 
The loss is a nightmare that Moore’s mind refuses to erase. 

“I feel like Billy’s sitting here. It’s weird_He never 

leaves,” says the spindly, silver-haired 69-year-old. “It’s 
not a physical presence, more like a conscience thing.” 

Producing a string of acclaimed albums and hits 
through the 1960s and ’70s, Preston’s talent is knitted 
into the fabric of rock & roll, soul, gospel, and funk. 

In life, his talent defied gravity. The same goes for 
the financial mess that has followed his death. 

On a recent Tuesday night, Moore, dressed 
in a black-and-white-striped cardigan, sits 
in an empty restaurant inside a Costa 
Mesa hotel. There’s barely room for 
food on the table, which is cov¬ 
ered in court documents, the 
earthly remnants of Pres¬ 
ton’s ghost. They’re 


' J 
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pieces of the musician’s tangled, now- 
long-posthumous bankruptcy case, origi¬ 
nally filed in 2005. For nearly a decade, 
Moore has waged a quixotic battle with 
bankruptcy trustee lawyers in Santa 
Ana’s Ronald Reagan Federal Building 
and Courthouse. 

Besides settling what the bank¬ 
ruptcy trustee believes to be Pres¬ 
ton’s $4 million debt, there’s the 
fight over money gained from 
Preston’s intellectual property 
and royalties from Preston 
Music Group Inc. (PMGI), 
of which Moore is the CEO. 

Decades later, Preston’s 
soulful classics—including 
“Nothing From Nothing,” 

“Will It Go Round in 
Circles” and “That’s the 
Way God Planned It”— 
sadly describe the legal 
battle that has followed 
his death. 

Accusations of mis¬ 
conduct have been lev¬ 
eled by both sides of the 
case. The bankruptcy 
trustee’s lawyers accuse 
Moore of using Preston’s 
royalties for her own finan¬ 
cial gain, not paying his debts 
and refusing to disclose the 
financial records of PMGI. In 
the media, she’s been accused of 
isolating Preston from his family in 
life and hoarding his money in death. 

Moore insists the bankruptcy 
trustee has no right to go after intellec¬ 
tual property as part of the delinquency 
of Preston’s estate and that the entire case 
itself is a fraud. The war has put a hold on 
concerts, tours and projects done in the 
artist’s memory—in other words, it kills 
any and all projects that might create rev¬ 
enue to pay off his creditors. 

And Moore believes she is the only per¬ 
son alive who has the right to determine 
Preston’s legacy. “Here’s a man who was 
a genius, literally, who trusted me with 
his life and his legacy,” Moore says. “Walk 
away from that? Maybe most people 
would. I can’t.” 

T he 10-year legal battle over Pres¬ 
ton’s legacy began with a docu¬ 
ment heavily scribbled with pur¬ 
ple magic marker. Before Preston 
fell into a coma, Moore says, she and Pres¬ 
ton were convinced by a business associate 


named Richard Perlman (now deceased), a 
blubbery, middle-aged, disbarred attorney, 
to fill out forms that would help Preston sell 
his sprawling Ladera Heights estate, which 
had $770,000 in tax liens filed against it. 
Preston also owed back taxes for 2003 and 
2004, which Preston alleged in a declaration 
were mishandled by his former lawyer, Gary 
Wishik. Preston was considering a variety of 
ways to get rid of the house, including filing 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy. According to Moore, 
she and Preston were told the forms were 
only needed to gain basic information for a 
lawyer to assess the case.

touring with people such as longtime friend 
Eric Clapton and her husband, R&B legend 
Sam Moore (of Sam and Dave fame). He also 
collected his share of his music and publish¬ 
ing royalties. For Perlman, Moore says, help¬ 
ing the star to sell his home would make him 
look like a hero and possibly position him to 
replace Moore as Preston’s manager. 

However, Perlman caused financial 
havoc for Preston, Moore alleges, by filing 
the forms as if they were a legitimate Chap¬ 
ter 11 bankruptcy, something she claims he 
did without her or Preston’s knowledge. 

(In a deposition before his death in 2012, 
Perlman admitted he had 
d authority to file 
the papers.) 
The 
bank- 


Weekly 
show they 
were initially 
filled out by Moore and 
Preston, then completed 
by Perlman. To call them sloppy is an 
understatement. Aside from being outdated 
and marked in purple, there are numer¬ 
ous crossed-out names, misspellings and 
false information, which Perlman allegedly 
contributed. Even many of Preston’s signa¬ 
tures were later suspected by Moore and 
attorneys of the Preston estate to be forger¬ 
ies. The trade name “Billy Preston” was not 
listed anywhere in the document, only his 
legal name, William Everett Preston. 

Despite his crack addiction and poor 
health, Moore says, Preston made a fortune 
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ruptcy 
case was 
filed in LA while 
Preston was in a coma. 
Appointed as trustee was 
R. Todd Neilson—a rain maker represented 
by law firm Lewis-Brisbois, Bisgaard & 
Smith (LBBS), who handled bankruptcies 
for Mike Tyson, Suge Knight and Death 
Row Records, among others. In 2006, the 
case was given to Judge Theodor Albert in 
downtown LA. Albert was moved to Santa 
Ana Federal Court later that year, and he 
took the case with him. 

Also that year, the Chapter 11 case got 
converted into a Chapter 7, which man¬ 
dated the liquidation of Preston’s assets. 
This happened despite a federal bank¬ 


ruptcy rule that would normally not allow 
this when someone dies. Once the conver¬ 
sion was approved, Neilson and LBBS also 
set their sights on PMGI, which controlled 
Preston’s publishing rights and intellectual 
property. “If the Billy Preston trust was 
enforced as of the date that the bankruptcy 
petition was filed, we would have the right 
to terminate the Billy Preston trust,” says 
LBBS attorney Larry Halperin. “If we did, 
then the distribution of funds would not go 
to PMGI.” 

As an individual and CEO, Moore 
shared 50 percent of the company’s stock 
with Preston until his death, when she 
assumed his share. Moore says 75 percent 
of PMGI’s profits are set up to go to his 
probate-avoidance trust to be given to vari¬ 
ous charities chosen by Preston. At first, 
LBBS asked Moore to hand over any and all 
documents and possessions belonging to 
Preston, including bank and royalty state¬ 
ments. This information would later be 
used to stop payments to PMGI (and 
therefore Preston’s estate) from 
Universal, AFTRA, Warner Music 
and other companies. 

LBBS also began working 
with Preston’s disinherited 
half-sisters, Rodena, Gwen 
and Lettie, to try to get 
them some money in the 
case. The fighting contin¬ 
ued in Santa Ana Federal 
Court for nearly a decade. 
“This case has all been 
done in the dark, and it 
continues in the dark,” 
Moore says. “And as long 
as it functions in the 
dark, they can do this.” 
LBBS says that Moore 
has filed endless motions 
to delay the case. 

In 2014, bankruptcy 
lawyers at LBBS claimed 
that money was coming into 
PMGI through licensing and 
publishing funds from the Euro¬ 
pean company Buma/Stemra. 
They allege the income hadn’t been 
disclosed to the bankruptcy trustee. 
However, payments are reflected in the 
claims register goingback as far as 2006. 
LBBS demanded Moore disclose how much 
her company was making off Preston while 
his posthumous bankruptcy case lingered, 
with creditors allegedly unpaid. 

Moore says she’s doing everything possi¬ 
ble to pay off Preston’s debt, including using 
PMGI money to try to free up the rights 
to his music, which she insists were never 
supposed to be part of the bankruptcy. 

The battle for her famous client is a test of 
endurance, to say the least. 

“That I’m not crazy at this point is a 
miracle,” Moore says. “This case is enough 
to drive anyone nuts.” 


oore first met Preston in April 
1970. The 22-year-old, blond 
Chicago native was a gofer 
on the set of Playboy After 
Dark in LA, where Preston was a guest

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performer. At the time, she was married to 
Hugh Hefner’s personal aide, partying in a 
world of post-hippie decadence, pop stars 
and polyester. 

Preston, having been a highly regarded 
artist and sideman for years, was about to 
reach the peak of his post-Beatles fame. He 
was the only musician ever credited along¬ 
side the Fab Four (for helping to write their 
1969 hit “Get Back”). Most historians also 
credit his boisterous personality and charm 
in the studio for keeping the band together 
a bit longer. The band even considered 
making him a permanent part of the lineup, 
hence the nickname “The Fifth Beatle.” 
Sporting a giant afro wig, a sharp suit and 
his signature gap-toothed smile, he intro¬ 
duced himself to Moore. 

“I thought he was just ridiculous- 
looking, but he was such a sweet guy,” 
Moore remembers. 

In 1988, Preston and Moore’s third hus¬ 
band, Sam Moore, were booked together 
on tour throughout Italy. The trio drove 
around in a maroon, Volvo station wagon 
with broken air conditioning for a swel¬ 
tering six weeks. Dirty jokes and salty 
language bounced around the car as they 
made their way through lush countryside. 
Moore still has grainy 8 mm film of Pres¬ 
ton riding horseback in the mountains 
between stops. 

“It was like going to summer camp,” 
Moore says. “Just one ridiculous adventure 
after the next.” 

Preston’s sensitive honesty offstage 
belied his role as the masculine, organ¬ 
playing swami of soul, whose distended 
shrieking notes accompanied the Beatles on 
their final rooftop concert. On the outside, 
he was the charming prodigy who cut his 
teeth playing for Mahalia Jackson at age 10. 
He’d learned wild showmanship from Little 
Richard and perfected his art with Sam 
Cooke, Ray Charles, the Rolling Stones, Eric 
Clapton, Aretha Franklin and many others. 
But Preston opened up to Moore about his 
entire life story, including the tragic parts. 

The star was the victim of molestation 
and sodomy as a child. After moving with 
his family from LA to Houston, his mother— 
also a brilliant organ player—performed 
in a touring production of Amos ’n’Andy. 
Preston was about 9 years old when a piano 
player in the company began assaulting him. 
His mother refused to believe him, and it 
went on for an entire summer. He was also 
molested by a local preacher. It was devastat¬ 
ing abuse that he would hide with smiles, 
but from which he would never fully recover. 


Preston would become successful 
in spite of the trauma as a virtuosic, in- 
demand organ player with chart-topping 
albums and hit singles under his belt. In 
the early 70s, while he was engaged to 
model/actress Kathy Silva, he returned 
home one evening to find his fiancee in 
bed with his friend Sly Stone (whom Silva 
later famously married onstage at Madison 
Square Garden). That ended Preston’s 
relationships with women, Moore says. He 
began smoking crack regularly and having 
sex with men. 

“[Getting high] was the only way he 
could do it,” Moore says. “And when 
his sexual urges came down on him, he 
couldn’t bring himself to ever touch a 
woman again.” 

Preston didn’t have long-term relation¬ 
ships, but his sexual orientation became 
widely known in the entertainment world. 
However, being an openly gay black man 
associated with the black church wasn’t an 
option for him. 

His career stalled in the ’80s, lost in a 
haze of cocaine and alcohol. In 1991, he was 
arrested after a 16-year-old boy claimed 
Preston had shown him pornography and 
committed obscene acts with him. He 
was also accused of assault with a deadly 
weapon. His punishment was a procession 
of rehab, house arrest and probation. In 
1997, he broke his parole by testing posi¬ 
tive for cocaine, resulting in a three-year 
sentence. While in prison, authorities found 
that a team including his former manager 
had staged car crashes, burglaries and fires 
for insurance purposes. Preston declared 
bankruptcy twice around this time and was 
sentenced to another year in jail. 

‘When he got out, he didn’t think he 
was going to be accepted,” Moore says. “He 
thought he’d never work again.” 

Moore was the first person to offer 
Preston gigs after his prison stint. She 
became his manager when he toured with 
Eric Clapton in 2001. Though Preston was 
starting to break back into full-time show 
business, the troubled star was nearly 
derailed when he experienced renal/kid- 
ney failure twice while on tour that year 
and again in 2004. Both bouts nearly killed 
him. After that, Preston remained on dialy¬ 
sis until his death. 

He moved to Scottsdale, Arizona, in 
September 2004 to live in an estate 10 
minutes from the Moores. Despite all of 
the drama in his life, Preston—a cropped 
haircut in place of the ’fro—still had some 
decent years of success touring in the mid- 
2000s. His potential income in 2006 was 
to be well more than $2 million, making 
him far from financially insolvent at the 
time of the bankruptcy. 

In October 2005, Preston performed in 
LA at a DVD-release event for The Concert 
for Bangladesh, a 1972 film (and album) 
chronicling the awareness- and fundrais¬ 
ing effort spearheaded by the late George 
Harrison. Sadly, another would-be bright 
spot in his career was marred by drug use. 
According to his personal assistant at the 
time, Preston wound up sneaking a bag of 
crack onto his flight—risking even more 
prison time—and then feigned sickness to 


























get out of concert rehearsals so he could 
score more drugs. 

“For him to have taken a baggie full of 
crack cocaine on a commercial airline, and 
then go out in a $100,000 car into the hood 
and get some more rock—it had totally 
taken him,” Moore says. 

D espite never living in OC, Moore 
has become quite familiar with 
downtown Santa Ana’s Ronald 
Reagan Federal Courthouse. 

For the past eight years, she has regularly 
hopped onto a flight in, then gone to the 
courthouse, rolling her briefcase past secu¬ 
rity and through the echoing marble foyer 
as she makes her way to courtroom 5B. But 
her motions are often either denied, filed 
improperly, or written less like a lawyer and 
more like a standup comedian. A few times, 
her written filings have compared Neilson’s 
main troupe of underling attorneys on the 
case to various cartoon characters and cast 
members from The Wizard of Oz. 

But her studied legalese and accounting is 
on point regarding a few facts about the case. 
Documents provided by Moore show that 
all the secured creditors in the 
Preston bankruptcy were 
paid off in 2006. As for 
much of the unse¬ 
cured debt, a huge 
chunk of it goes 
all the way 
back to 1990. 

The statute 
of limita¬ 
tions for the 
IRS or the 
bankruptcy 
trustee to 
collect on 
debt is 10 
years. Plus, 

Albert was once 
represented by 
LBBS attorneys in a 
malpractice case when 
he was a lawyer—a poten¬ 
tial conflict of interest. 

A more tangled aspect of the 
case involves Moore’s former attorney, 
Bruce Fein (also a former U.S. deputy attor¬ 
ney general). While representing Moore, 
Fein says, he had a large amount of case 
documents stolen from his computer by his 
ex-wife, with whom he was going through a 
bitter divorce. The ex-wife, Mattie Lolavar, 
gave the documents to LBBS’s Halperin 
and revealed information about Buma/ 
Stemra over the phone. Court records show 
Halperin has tried to use those documents 
to compel the judge to force PMGI to hand 
over filings regardingthe company’s profits 
since Preston’s death. 

“[PMGI] and its trustee Joyce Moore, 
an individual, were and are continuing to 
interfere with the orderly handling of a 
bankruptcy estate by delaying proceed¬ 
ings and constantly attempting to have 
unknown access to property rightfully 
subject to the estate,” the firm alleges. Files 
related to the Edward Snowden case were 
also believed to be among the pile of docu¬ 
ments Halperin accepted from Lolavar. 


Because of that, Fein lost the appointment 
to the Snowden trial, and he later recused 
himself from Moore’s case. Since February 
2014, Moore has continued as a “pro se” 
interested party without counsel. While 
she knows the facts of the case better than 
anyone, her overall lack of legal experience 
is apparent when filing motions or address¬ 
ing the court. 

“With all due respect, Mrs. Moore, the 
problem is you are not a lawyer, and you do 
not have background on how to do things 
procedurally,” Albert declared in a recent 
hearing. “I’m not upset about that, but 
hopefully, explaining things to you a third 
time, you’ll get it right.” 

She’s also had her share of criticism 
from Preston’s family. In a 2006 article on 
the case, half-sisters Rodena and Lettie 
curiously labeled Moore and her husband 
as the “white couple” who hijacked their 
brother and were “attempting to assume 
control over all of [his] assets,” refusing to 
let him see his family. 

However, Moore says, she and her hus¬ 
band (who is obviously black) had almost 
wiped out their life’s savings to fight the 

case and until recently had been 
using $40,000 per year 
from PMGI earnings to 
do so. 

Twice, PMGI 
offered to go to 
mediation with 
LBBS, but 
each time, 
the firm 
refused. 

Last month, 
Albert gave 
both sides 
some stern 
advice in 
court. “Litiga¬ 
tion is always— 
particularly in 
bankruptcy court— 
an invitation to a dis¬ 
cussion. Because you never 
get anything black and white, 
if s always a shade of gray, and 
it costs a boatload of money to get there,” 
the white-haired and -mustachioed judge 
observed, leaning back in his chair. “And 
all of the heated rhetoric makes it more 
difficult, not less. But maybe peace is going 
to break out in the valley, and maybe intel¬ 
ligence will overtake emotion. I hope so.” 

But what broke out in the valley two 
weeks later wasn’t peace. It was a big-ass fire. 

O n Dec. 8,2014, LBBS’s LA 
office was severely dam¬ 
aged after monstrous flames 
engulfed a complex of apart¬ 
ments under construction on the 900 block 
of West Temple Avenue. More than 250 
firefighters rushed to the blaze, a product 
of arson adjacent to the 110 freeway. Flames 
roared higher than the tops of some down¬ 
town buildings, as the fire burned for an 
hour and a half, producing an acrid cloud of 
smoke. By the time it was over, the Da Vinci 
apartment complex was obliterated; LBBS

But a chunk of impor¬ 
tant paper documents for the Preston case 
did go up in smoke, enough of them for the 
firm’s attorneys to finally come to Moore 
with a plan for mediation. 

“I remember getting the call about the 
fire and looking up in the sky saying, ‘Billy! 
What the hell did you do?!”’ Moore recalls. 

A date for mediation hasn’t been set yet, 
and PMGI still refuses to let LBBS review 
its records. 

“Preston Music Group is not in the 



other end of the phone. 

“What are you crying about?!”

Pueblo is OC’s greatest hope for Spanish food

O C is haunted by the ghosts of 
failed Spanish concepts. In the 
idylls of Ladera Ranch, there 
was once a short-lived but 
well-meaning restaurant called Picante 
whose specialty was paellas baked in 
pans an acre wide. A few years later, a 
Spain-based restaurant group actually 
managed to open a rather decent tapas bar 
in downtown Fullerton called Lizarran; 
after it died a slow death, an El Farolito 
Jr. took over the space. Then there was 
another tapas restaurant called Boqueria 
in Costa Mesa. Though it served even bet¬ 
ter food than Lizarran, no one expected it 
to last—it was just renting out the kitchen 
and space at Rooster Cafe in the evenings. 
These days, save for one or two excep¬ 
tions, there are few worthy ambassadors 
of Spanish cuisine left in Orange County. 

Enter Pueblo, the newest and per¬ 
haps greatest hope for Spanish cuisine 
in these parts, found in the cauldron of 
quirky wonderfulness that is the OC Mix 
in Costa Mesa. Though it has only been 
around a month, it has already become 
the restaurant to go to after you’ve tried 
Carlos Salgado’s Taco Maria. The night of 
my visit, reservations were tight: a party 
of 20 took up a long table and nearly half 
the seats in an already-rowdy room full of 
sangria toasts and plates of food passed 
from person to person. 

Chef Michael Campbell—who was 
executive sous chef at San Francisco’s 
RN74, for whatever that’s worth—cooks 
Spanish tapas as small plates have always 
meant to be served: fresh, vibrant and 
streaming out of the kitchen as rapidly 
as possible. At one point, with our table 
groaning from the weight of dishes we 


barely even started nibbling before the 
next one came, our server asked if we 
wanted to slow it down. 

“No!” I responded. “Keep it coming!” 

The immediacy of the tapas, the wine, 
the pulse of the not-necessarily flamenco 
music and the constant hum of conversa¬ 
tion— this was the Spanish restaurant OC 
had so far been missing. I didn’t want 
it to stop. There were the papas bravas, 
huge potato wedges fried until they’re 
all but gnarled, their golden-brown 
crunch drenched with a piquant red 
chile sauce and a cold glop of aioli. Pur¬ 
ists might scoff, but I found them a heck 
of a lot easier to pick up with my fingers 
than the usual tapas-bar potato cubes. 
Remember: You always want a free hand 
for swigging wine. 

Almost everything Pueblo makes is 
finger food. If the restaurant ever gets 
so crowded that it’s standing room only 
(as is often the case in tapas bars in 
Spain), every dish would still be easy to 
eat. The queso fundido was essentially 
a hot party dip of creamy goat cheese 
served in a shallow ramekin, the top 
of it torched as though a creme brulee. 
And when I breached the thin layer of 
burned-black cheese skin with a skinny 
piece of crusty toast, its wonderful 
Gruyere-ish stench escaped to tickle 
my nose. The dip called “Habas Habas” 
turned out to be two dishes made of 
beans. The first was a sort of fava bean 
hummus with the bean flavor up front 
and proud; the second was chopped and 
grilled romano beans in a sort of loose 
salad. When I asked our server if I should 
eat the two together, she said, “Whatever 
you like! It’s good either way!” 


There would be more things eaten with 
toast, such as the Montadito de Costilla, 
which combines the long-stewed unctu¬ 
ousness of falling-apart short rib with the 
bloody center of a rare steak set atop a 
single bite of grilled bread. And then there 
are the boquerones: salty, silver-skinned 
anchovy fillets riding a mound of olive 
tapenade on baguette rafts that were gob¬ 
bled up by my friends far too quickly. 

For some dishes, you do need a spoon. 
The Mar y Montana, Campbell’s version 
of surf and turf, consisted of three seared, 
bite-sized cubes of pork belly and clam 
meat embedded in a smoky-rich potato 
cream. A fried chicken dish wasn’t really 
fried chicken, but two pan-roasted hunks 
of skin-on dark meat served with stewed 
kale and a sweet-and-sour onion agridulce. 
There were also ceviches, but even better 
was the Escabeche de Pulpo, bits of grilled 
octopus in a chilled salad of chickpeas and 
crispy pickled celery that I could’ve eaten 
without sharing a speck. 

The only disappointing dish that night? 
The $34 special of baked-to-order paella 
was enough for three, but unfortunately 
a touch underdone. If they rushed it, it’s 
probably because of the frenetic pace 
that Campbell and his crew have set for 
themselves. Let’s hope they don’t burn 
out because OC needs this place to last a 
while, if not forever.

Tahdig

T he tahdig served at Noon Kabob is so 
big it resembles sheets of dry ice: big, 
bulky, hard things that shatter into shards 
every time you put your fork through it. 
Sure, the stew on top softens the meal 
a bit, but this is a dish proud of its reject 
status (tahdig is made from the burned 
rice found at the bottom of pots after a 
rice-cooking session). Its not photogenic, 
not buzzworthy—and its absolutely bril¬ 
liant at this San Juan Capistrano charmer. 

For about 4 bucks, the tahdig will gift 
you with rice for days. The stew is earthy, 
thick; as leftovers, the tahdig tastes even 
better, softening with time. And while the 
tahdig works out your molars like nothing 
since toffee, the end result is as satisfying 
as spooning a body-sized pillow—comfort 
food at its finest. Most of the families that 
visit Noon Kabob get it as an appetizer, a 
shared plate that whets appetites for all 
the kebabs and soups to come. The place 
does all the standards, from koobideh 
to kebabs, intricate polos (rice pilafs) to 
soups and stews that rotate on a daily 
basis. A long, huge grill in the open kitchen 
finds the cook doing the culinary version 
of a spinning-plates performance, turning 
over meat swords down the line until they 
reach that beautiful medium between 
charred and juicy. There's even a Persian 
burrito: a tortilla with kebab and rice inside 
to appeal to non-Persians, but no less 
delicious than the regular offerings. 

About the only complaint I can offer 
is that it only offers pita (baked fresh, 
though) instead of Persian breads such 
as lavash or sangak—given South 
County has a surprising amount of Per¬ 
sian markets, Noon Kabob can easily 
offer these superior flatbreads. But all 
with due time—Noon Kabob is proudly 
Persian, from the Farsi-language videos 
looped on a flat-screen TV to beautiful 
photos of the homeland on the walls. It 
even sells must-o-musir, the yogurt-and- 
shallot dip so tart and perfect it could 
fancy up Styrofoam. Buy a container to 
take home, and don't be shy about slap¬ 
ping a dollop of the stuff on whatever you 
order—just as everyone else does.

E very time I visit Hi-Time Wine Cellars 
nowadays, I buy myself a rum—have 
I written this already, the last time I wrote 
about a rum from the Costa Mesa playground 
of the boozehounds? Maybe. Anyhoo, this 
time around, I thought I bought a Javanese 
rum when I got Batavia-Arrack van Oosten, 
whose beautiful emerald bottle I see in the 
finest OC establishments. But it turns out 
arrack is its own spirit, a sugarcane-derived 
drink spiked with red rice. Yum! 

THE DRINK 

I didn't find out Batavia-Arrack wasn't a rum 
until I started writing this column, but now 
it makes sense. The drink is grassy, like a 
heavier cachaga, but with hints of citrus. 


THE MEXICAN 

Only the manliest of men—like me—can 
weather this neat or on the rocks, as it's 
funky. Everyone else can do like the hipsters 
and enjoy it in punch, a cocktail in which 
Batavia-Arrack supposedly dominated for 
centuries.

Boy meets girl meets pistol in the overfamiliar Son of a Gun

I t’s been 50 years since Jean-Luc 
Godard said that all a film needs is 
a girl and a gun. Bet he wishes he 
could take that back. In the past 
half-century, there have been countless 
movies about babes and bullets. Some 
were great, many were awful, and the vast 
majority were simply forgettable. 

Slot Son of a Gun into that middling 
pack. First-time feature director Julius 
Avery shouldn’t be ashamed of his ser¬ 
viceable debut. The handsome, paint-by¬ 
numbers thriller stars Ewan McGregor 
as gruff chess buff Brendan Lynch, who’s 
also the most fearsome convict in Aus¬ 
tralia. Lynch is small but mighty. He pads 
down the prison hallways flanked by 
frighteningbrutes with even scarier hair¬ 
cuts. Though he has 20 years left to serve, 
he radiates the calm of a man who knows 
he’ll find a way out—which he does when 
he befriends J.R. (Brenton Thwaites), sen¬ 
tenced to a mere six months. 

Lynch cuts J.R. a deal: He’ll protect 
him if J.R. will follow orders once he’s 
on the outside again. These early scenes 
have menace. Thwaites has a sullen 
innocence and a rough backstory his 
character isn’t willing to confess. But as 
soon as he’s outside and shacked up in 


Lynch’s luxury pad with nothing but a 
burner phone and a terrible new wispy 
mustache, the intensity dissipates. The 
anxiety was worst behind bars—now 
we’re just watching J.R. wonder how 
he’ll have to pay off his debt while mak¬ 
ing eyes at a mysterious Russian delivery 
hottie named Tasha (Alicia Vikander), 
who treats him like a fool. 

Thwaites can’t do much with a char¬ 
acter who’s merely a hunky, brooding 
cipher. J.R. is the latest Xerox of the 
dullest hero archetype: the silent noble 
savage. His most interesting flaws are 
simply bad parenting: He can’t swim, and 
he’s never used chopsticks. And Son of 
a Gun accepts emotional immaturity as 
a given. J.R. is simply a series of cause- 
and-effect reactions. Demand his loyalty? 
Sure thing, boss. Insult his girl? He’ll 
throw a punch. Shoot? He’ll shoot back 
and ask questions never. 

After a thrilling, if haphazard, prison 
break, the movie shifts into its third gear 
as J.R. and Lynch plan an elaborate gold 
heist fated to go terribly wrong. The 
film’s trajectory is as predictable as a bul¬ 
let’s: There’s crosses and double-crosses, 
clumsily inserted strip-club scenes, 
professions of eternal love between two 


heartthrobs who’ve barely spoken, and 
stakes so high and yet ordinary that they 
loom no larger in our minds than hills 
covered in haze. 

To work at all, Son of a Gun has to 
make us believe that J.R. and Tasha have 
a romance for the ages. They have chem¬ 
istry, sure—they’re both so gorgeous 
they’d each look convincing snogging 
with a kangaroo. But the screenwriters 
have merely written Tasha as an impos¬ 
sible fantasy, a badass chick who in one 
scene glares at her would-be seducer and 
orders him to give her space, and in the 
next surprises him by frolicking topless 
at the beach. The best moment in their 
flirtation is when Tasha makes fun of his 
lame new leather jacket—it makes him 
look like everybody else, she sniffs. Well, 
she’s not dating the World’s Most Inter¬ 
esting Man. Does she want him to earn a 
bunch of money to rescue her from bond¬ 
age? Of course. Doesn’t every heroine in 
a movie like this? 

McGregor does solid work in the ser¬ 
vice of a script that saddles him with a 
scientifically nonsensical speech about 
how every human has descended from 
either a chimpanzee or bonobo. I’d be 
madder about a movie misrepresenting 


the theory of evolution if I thought more 
people would see it. McGregor still has 
an electric charisma that holds our atten¬ 
tion, but he owes it to himself to choose 
smarter projects. 

An Australian thriller must have 
sounded like a sensible pick. Filmmakers 
David Michod and Joel and Nash Edger- 
ton (the latter of whom has a cameo here) 
have given the country’s film industry a 
dusty, nasty genre renaissance that recalls 
the exciting early days of Italian spaghetti 
westerns. There’s a building interest in 
Aussie films and no shortage of talent. 
Here, cinematographer Nigel Bluck has 
designed several standout images, such 
as a mirrored train curving around a bend 
where the landscape our protagonists 
are fleeing is reflected back on them like 
something they may never escape. If only 
the script had earned that perfect shot. 
But as with so many meathead action 
thrillers, it’s too busy fogging the windows 
with hot air to see the big picture.

AMERICONS The obvious wordplay in 
the title is a tip-off that this based-on-a- 
true-story tale of avarice and corruption 
in the world of Bush-era real estate 
speculation will be short on wit or 
nuance. Playing like the redundant child 
of The Wolf of Wall Street and Boiler 
Room, Americons has its heart and 
justifiably outraged politics in the right 
place; it just lacks artistry or real insight. 
Faded college football star Jason (Beau 
Martin Williams, who co-wrote the 
screenplay with Matt Funke) works as 
the doorman at a trendy nightclub that 
caters to rich young jerks. One night 
Devin (Funke), an especially smarmy 
speculator, recognizes him from his 
glory days and decides to hook Jason 
up at his sleazy but profitable agency. 
Soon Jason, a melancholy nai'f, is 
knee-deep in drugs, women, and shady 
deals. When he—with the best of inten¬ 
tions—tries to share the wealth with an 
old college pal in dire financial straits, 
the impending catastrophe is writ large 
for anyone who's ever seen a movie. 
Director Theo Avgerinos is hamstrung 
by a script that recycles but never refur¬ 
bishes cliche after cliche about greedy 
businessmen and the Babylonian world 
they inhabit, but that doesn't excuse 
the film's flat, cheap look. As Jason, 
Williams has a slightly wounded quality 
that is initially fitting and appealing—but 
it's the only note he hits. (Not Rated) 
Ernest Hardy. AMC Orange 30, Orange. 

THE BOY NEXT DOOR The most plea 
surably ludicrous highlight of The Boy 
Next Door comes half an hour in, before 
the sex and murders and something's- 
in-the-mirror-behind-her! jolts that 
stud the film like Flavor Crystals. The 
high school English teacher played by 
Jennifer Lopez is dazzled by a gift from 
the handsome student (Ryan Guzman) 
who's moved in one house over: a gilt- 
edged copy of The Iliad, dating from 
what looks like the late 1800s. Lopez 
gushes: "A first edition!" Too bad that 
scene's so much more bonkers than the 
one in which the neighbor boy finally 
treats her to another oral epic. Steel 
yourself for shuddering breaths, flashes 
of bra, carefully framed glimpses of the 
top of Guzman's ass, and what is for 
me a new one: Here's the first erotic 
thriller that gets around the issue of 
the starlet's no-nudity clause by just 
putting the man's hands on her breasts, 
shot after shot—he touches them not 
like he's enjoying them, but like they're 
the lenses of some damned paparazzo's 
camera. What matters, though, is that 
this is the rare by-the-numbers studio 
thriller that at least gets the numbers 
right. The twists come when you expect 
them, and many stirred an anticipatory 
laugh from the crowd at my screen¬ 
ing: Oh, shit, he's In the house! Wolfish 
Guzman plays wittily upon our fears of 
the underdeveloped empathy of overde¬ 
veloped young men. Built like Tatum but 
smiling like a shifty Franco, he smears 
the distinction between Boy Scout 
and alpha sociopath. And Lopez isn't 
believable as a teacher, but she's an 
effectively vengeful movie star. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

MANNY Even as a promotional piece, 
Manny is too thin a nonfiction portrait 
of Manny Pacquiao, one of the great¬ 
est boxers of the modern era and the 
only one in history to win titles in eight 


different weight classes. Narrated by 
Liam Neeson, directors Leon Gast and 
Ryan Moore's film is structured more or 
less chronologically, albeit without any 
time markers to indicate when a given 
fight or event has taken place, which 
gives the material an overarching hazi¬ 
ness. Worse, the film merely mentions 
many topics seemingly ripe for deeper 
exploration: the clash between Manny's 
devout Christianity and his gambling 
and womanizing ways; his promoter 
Bob Arum's purported role in block¬ 
ing a bout against Floyd Mayweather; 
his brief acting career. What's offered 
is PR-approved footage of Manny's 
in-ring exploits, training sessions, and 
eventual work as a politician in his 
native Philippines, all embellished by 
over-the-top soundbites from talking 
heads eager to invoke Muhammad Ali 
and God in their praise. Throughout, the 
complexities of the charismatic fighter's 
life are only cursorily referenced so that 
the celebratory tone may not be marred, 
with Manny ultimately content to treat 
its subject with kid gloves. (PG-13) Nick 
Schager. Countywide.

THE WEDDING RINGER Kevin Hart s 
not just one of the best and most bank¬ 
able of Hollywood's comedy stars. He's 
the rare go-for-broke movie comic to 
master the incompatible demands of 
movie comedy itself. He goes too far, 
works blue as hell, rants in that scrap¬ 
ing, outraged shout of his, the syllables 
spat with a rapper's force and bounce. 
But then, when the professionally plot¬ 
ted studio features he stars in need 
us to feel good at the end, he can 
move and charm us, somehow without 
betraying the spirit of the dirty/funny/ 
truth-spewing marvel we paid to see. 

The movie itself's not masterful, but 
Hart's great, as is the premise. Hart 
plays Jimmy Callahan, whose cynical 
hustle makes the best possible use 
of the star's charisma: Jimmy rents 
himself out as a best man for grooms 
who can't find one, offering a glitter¬ 
ing toast, a brilliant charm offensive, 
and—this goes unstated in the film—the 
chance for well-heeled white guys to 
be honored in public by the coolest 
of black BFFs. Josh Gad stars as the 
friendless stiff, betrothed to a beautiful 
non-entity embodied by Kaley Cuoco- 
Sweeting. Gad's wealthy schmoe starts 
as the sorriest case Callahan has ever 
seen: He needs not just a best man, 
but seven groomsmen. Cue up much 
amusing jabber about the rules of faking 
camaraderie, about the lies people tell 
in speeches at weddings, about how 
to change the subject when talking to 
family. Hart rattles on, part entrepreneur, 
part devilish huckster, part parody of 
Will Smith's magic Bagger Vance cad¬ 
die. He's not teaching Gad's groom how 
to love or live or anything —touchingly, 
hilariously, the men slowly teach that to 
each other. Somehow, these actors sell 
it. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

ONGOING 

BLACKHAT I can tell you pretty much 
everything that happens in Michael 
Mann's new cyberthriller, Blackhat, in 
just one sentence. But I could easily 
spend 40 sentences telling you how 
it happens, describing the splash of 
green and red traffic lights reflected 


in a windshield, the way the camera 
seeks out the faintly shadowed ballerina 
neck curve of Chinese actress Tang 
Wei. Mann takes the bland elements of 
the generic mainstream thriller—the 
cop being shot, the car exploding, the 
hot girl taking notice of the hero—and 
gooses them into visual overdrive. 
There's visual thinking everywhere you 
look in Blackhat, which is great until 
you realize that it's bled into a kind of 
overthinking—the movie is too much of 
a good thing, an exercise that flattens 
any potential exhilaration or excitement 
into the sensation of grading a term 
paper. All those stylistic garnishes start 
to pile up; you know they mean some¬ 
thing, but processing them becomes a 
chore. The story: Ace criminal hacker 
Hathaway (Chris Hemsworth) is sprung 
from jail to help old pal and MIT class¬ 
mate Chen (Wang Leehom) track down 
the "blackhat," or malicious hacker, who 
has brought on a near-meltdown at a 
nuclear-power facility. FBI agent Carol 
Barrett (a businesslike Viola Davis) 
distrusts Hathaway from the start, 
glowering at him librarian-style over her 
glasses. As the action skims from city 
to city, Hathaway falls in love (and into 
bed) with Chen's sister, Lien, played by 
Tang: Hathaway and Lien find their way 
to each other almost wordlessly, which 
makes you believe in it more—Mann 
is good at that sort of thing. And yet 
other than that, this elaborate, purpose¬ 
ful movie never quite connects. (R) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

THE HOBBIT: THE BATTLE OF THE 
FIVE ARMIES Reviewing any chunk 
of Peter Jackson's Tolkien-flavored 
fantasy-combat-simulation project is 
like reviewing some holiday party or a 
possibly obligatory family get-together. 
You know whether you're going, you 
know who you'll see there, and you 
know that you'll either grit through it 
and be glad when it's over, or you'll lose 
yourself in it and miss the ritual when 
it's gone. Either way, consider this: Once 
the final version of The Battle of the 
Five Armies hits Blu-ray, Jackson's full 
series will take almost a full day of your 
life to get through. And yet, even here, 
at the end of all things Middle-earth, 
the filmmaking and world-crafting and 
orc-decapitations are still brash and 
vigorous, still lavish, rousing, grating, 
wearying, and hilarious, both intention¬ 
ally and un-. When ore and dwarf spill 
through fog onto a silvery frozen lake, 
and then in that roller-rink moonscape 
gorgeousness keep their grudge match 
going both above and under the ice, you 
may carp that it's all just too much. But 
it's hard not to marvel at just how much 
too-much Jackson has whipped up— 
and how much of it was inspired. The 
film builds to a series of boss battles 
against scarred and gum-fleshed ore 
chiefs Tolkien didn't even bother putting 
in the book. They're individually spec¬ 
tacular, staged with the full Jackson 
invention and brio—he's as good at this 
stuff as anyone in the history of movies. 
But they just keep coming, like frozen 
yogurt from a self-serve spigot a kid 
didn't bother turning off, more and more 
in a relentless gush. The Hobbitis less 
a trilogy than it is a heaping mound of 
sugary goo. (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

INTO THE WOODS No matter how it per¬ 
forms in theaters, Stephen Sondheim's 
and James Lapine's dark, glorious, and 


supremely messy fairytale mash-up 
musical/therapy session is now forever 
a pop-culture curio that unwary kids 
will stumble upon to their bafflement 
and betterment. The princess-party 
punchbowl has forever been spiked. 
Here's wicked stepsisters who hack off 
toes to cram their feet into Cinderella's 
slippers. And here's a Cinderella (Anna 
Kendrick) whose flock of bird compan¬ 
ions occasionally peck out her enemies' 
eyes. Better still: Sumptuously gowned, 
Cinderella flees prince and ball three 
nights running for reasons she doesn't 
understand herself until much later, after 
she has won everything any princess- 
minded tween has ever ached for- 
come to find out, the wishing beats the 
hell out of the having. The wishing for 
a big-screen Into the Woods might be 
best the reality, too, despite Kendrick's 
glittering turn and the wonders of 
Sondheim's brittle-witty score, which is 
mostly intact. Onstage, Into the Woods 
is an exhausting triumph—it's the show 
whose first half your relatives adore, 
and whose second, when Grimm and 
Freud met Pirandello, leaves them rest¬ 
less and discomfited. Onscreen, exhaus¬ 
tion sets in much earlier. Into the Woods 
is all about archetypes running hither 
and thither, questing and belting, their 
stories glancing against each other in 
that fairytale space of the title. In a live 
performance, we can observe multiple 
stories at once, the actors occupying 
different copses—we're invited to savor 
the correspondences. In the movie, 
director Rob Marshall simply cuts from 
one tale to the next, isolating his actors. 
There's little sense that the fairytale 
space is a shared one—it's just a bunch 
of noisy incident transpiring in unrelated 
treestands. (PG) Alan Scherstuhl. 

PADDINGTON While never quite 
resembling the quiet hug of the books 
it's based on, Paul King's Paddington 
is far from the noisome Penguins of 
Madagascar experience. A smartly 
bobbed Nicole Kidman plays a Cruella 
de Vil-type villain, eager to stuff the 
film's talking orphan bear, and there are 
chases and home-destroying comic set 
pieces, the best of which involves a tor¬ 
rent of bathwater and suggests both A 
Night at the Opera and The Shining. But 
if the scale of the occasional mayhem 
is heightened, its spirit and ingenu¬ 
ity doesn't feel wholly at odds with 
the books, either: There's just enough 
Hollywood hurly-burly here to make 
this qualify as a 2015 studio release 
for kids—and just enough last-century 
picture-book gentleness to make it feel 
separate from our time. What's most 
edifying is all the live-action playfulness: 


a witty script, precisely mad perfor¬ 
mances, production design that's part 
Wes Anderson dollhouse and part edu¬ 
cational toy store. King's cast is appeal¬ 
ingly dotty, especially Sally Hawkins and 
Hugh Bonneville as a mom and dad who 
take in the bear they discover stranded 
at Paddington Station. The father is 
a safety-minded actuary who spouts 
statistics that are just plain crackers: 
"Thirty-four percent of pre-breakfast 
accidents involve banisters!" Mom's a 
ragamuffin illustrator with eyes as wide 
and arresting as any computer-gener¬ 
ated critter's. Better still: the smile that's 
always just unloosening itself. Kidman's 
also a crackpot pleasure, giving poison¬ 
ous bite to King's best lines, like the 
there-goes-the-neighborhood speech 
where she insists the new bear in town 
is just the first of a migrant horde that 
will corrupt the great city with "raucous, 
all-night picnics." (And her clothes are 
divine: Think Teddy Roosevelt as an 
SS Girl Scout.) (PG) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

UNBROKEN Unbroken is the most literal 
film of the year—it's wholly the tale 
of a victim (Louis Zamperini, played 
by Jack O'Connell) who won't crack. 
Make that three films—it plays like 
several shorts edited end-to-end. The 
first is a cheery Dust Bowl tale of an 
immigrant boy made good, a kiddie 
thug (C.J. Valleroy plays young Louis) 
who sneaks booze into milk bottles and 
goes home to a dear mama who makes 
gnocchi from scratch and prays for his 
soul. Louis gets his life on track only 
when he takes up running; eventually 
he races the fastest lap at the 1936 
Berlin Olympics. The second and third 
acts are nightmares. On a routine res¬ 
cue mission, Louis' plane crashes into 
the ocean, killing eight of the 11 men 
aboard. We gasp when we see his leg 
pinned under fuselage—will he ever 
race again? Very quickly, it's clear that 
winning a gold medal is the least of his 
problems. Director Angelina Jolie settles 
into the survivors' raft for a long stretch 
at sea where we feel every creak and 
breeze. It gets worse when the boys are 
scooped up by the Japanese. What fol¬ 
lows is unceasing torture, onscreen and 
vicariously in the theater. At the hands 
of pretty-boy war criminal Mutsushiro 
Watanabe (Takamasa Ishihara), the 
Americans are beaten and beaten and 
beaten. By then, the life raft is leagues 
away, the marmalade childhood farther 
still. But we're no closer to figuring 
out the point of Unbroken, other than 
to marvel at Louis' strength. (PG-13)

The Real Sage 
of South-Central 

Rodney King has a wonderful lesson for us all—if we’ll only listen

T hough the phrase “going viral” 
didn’t yet possess cultural 
cachet, Rodney King’s odyssey 
certainly served as a template. 
From the blurry hand-held video that 
captured his police encounter (read: beat- 
down) on March 3,1991, to the subse¬ 
quent aquittal of four of those officers and 
the conflagration that swept across Los 
Angeles in its wake, his personal became 
everybody’s public. 

And “odyssey” is a perfect fit for King’s 
journey from anonymity to notoriety, at 
least for Roger Guenveur Smith, an impos¬ 
sibly talented Los Angeles-based writer, 
director and actor bringing his one-man 
show to the Segerstrom Center for the 
Arts’ Off Center Festival next week. 

“The abuse of power is not solely an 
American problem,” Smith says. “It’s a 
universal problem. And I think the saga of 
Rodney King is not unlike the most classic 
sagas that have informed world literature. 
His story has classical dimensions, such as 
a common man thrust into a most uncom¬ 
mon situation. I don’t think you could 
write anything more Biblical.” 

But Rodney King— as with many of 
the jazz-infused, improv-based works 
Smith has done, including those on Black 
Panthers co-founder Huey Newton and 
the infamous baseball smack-down of 
Dodgers catcher John Roseboro by Giants 
pitcher Juan Marichal—doesn’t lionize 
King, who died in 2012 after drowning in 
a swimming pool. Smith hopes audiences 
realize that “Rodney King was not any¬ 
thing bigger or smaller than a man, a man 
with some moments of glory and some 
moments of degradation.” 

Smith chose to write about King out 
of “an emotional curiosity of why I felt so 
moved after hearing of his passing and why 
Rodney King would matter potentially to 
an audience.” The show went up only two 
months after King’s death. But since then, 
a series of encounters, from Kelly Thomas 
to Eric Garner, has made it keenly relevant. 

“It just makes a lot of sense to be doing 
at this particular time,” Smith says. “I 
envisioned it as a memorial prayer and a 
postmortem interview, which it is, but it 
continues to resonate in new and effec¬ 
tive ways.” 

Unlike his notable past efforts, Smith 
opted to create the show from the out¬ 
side in. Rather than interview people 
who knew King, he approached it as an 
outsider, more reportorial, poring over 
interviews with King and things written 
or filmed about him, from video of inter¬ 


views to comment threads beneath stories, 
which supplied ample anti-King rhetoric. 

“This is not a kind of a worshiping [or] 
whitewashing of Rodney King,” he says. “I 
kick it off with a rap from Willie D of the 
Geto Boys that says, ‘Fuck Rodney King’ 
for his lack of machismo. Throughout the 
piece, there are voices and images that do 
not necessarily paint him the most flatter¬ 
ing way. He had struggles with sobriety 
and domestic violence that plagued him 
throughout his adult life, and that’s a part 
of the story.” 

But though his effort at humanizing 
someone whom many people dismiss 
as a punch line or as one of Dr. Drew’s 
pathetic cases on Celebrity Rehab, Smith 
discovered something: that it’s just as 
important now as it was in 1992 to listen 
to what King said. 

And that was, of course, the oft-mis¬ 
quoted “Can we all get along,” right? 

No, Smith says. There was far more 
poetry and profundity in King’s words, 
something that has been lost on most. 
That’s why he closes each performance 
with the entire speech King delivered in 
the midst of the April 1992 riots. “That has 
been reduced to one clip,” Smith says. “But 
he didn’t say the word just. That’s diminu¬ 
tive. He actually answers the question. Yes, 
we can get along. And that’s important. 

“I think it is one of the great American 
speeches. It was delivered under great 
duress. He had just sat through a trial, and 


he had just driven through the middle of 
people looting and burning and dying in 
his name, and he was handed a four-page 
typewritten speech given to him by his 
lawyers, the same lawyers who did not let 
him testify during the trial. And of course 
he was not trained to be a public speaker; 
he wasn’t even a high school graduate, 
and he was dyslexic. Instead, he tossed 
the speech and decided to speak from his 
heart. He stopped the riot, and he very 
well could have said, ‘Burn it down.’” 

Smith believes that, perhaps unwit¬ 
tingly, King tapped into the only viable 
solution against violence on all levels. 

“I think a great crisis in America has 
been—and continues to be—the violent 
solution to conflict,” he says. “We seem to 
be enamored of that. It’s a history that has 
been established but is frequently denied, 
and because of that, we continue to com¬ 
mit the same mistakes. But it’s not just an 
American problem. The abuse of power 
knows no countries, knows no boundar¬ 
ies, knows no borders. 

“But there is hope here, and the hope is 
that we are capable of listening to Rodney 
King and what he left for us, which is a 
tremendous lesson. If we want to listen.”

(www.imustdraw.com), Desiree B. 
realized that when spoken aloud, espe¬ 
cially with her British accent, it sounded 
like "I'm a straw." But if you're familiar 
with herteensy cards and cute hand- 
sewn plushies, the mix-up works. 

The London transplant, who now lives 
in Huntington Beach and couldn't be 
further from stuffy, has managed to quit 
her day job and focus on her art. 

"Coming over here has given me 
a kind of freedom that I didn't have 
before," Desiree B. says. The illustrator 
admits there are days when she misses 
teaching art and design to college 
students back home, but the vibrant 
handmade movement here and lack of 
rain (speak for yourself!) makes up for it. 
"My background is in fine art, and if my 
professors knew what I was doing over 
here, I think they'd have a heart attack." 

Desiree B. began I Must Draw by 
making plush creatures that fit into 
the palm of your hand and look up at 
you with surprised eyes or a surpris¬ 
ingly stern look. Then she brought her 
characters to life in cards and wood 
engravings. Her more than 200 different 
styles include the Friend Chips, Moose 
Willis, Happy Birdays and some puns 
that go straight over people's heads; 
a Valentine's Day card featured a tick 
dressed as a Roman—but only the Brits 
got that one. 

Amidst the sea of handmade paper 
goods, making people actually think 
turned out to be a good thing. "To be 
successful, you must have your own 
point of view," she says. "For that rea¬ 
son, I try to not look at other peoples' 
cards!" Keep on not lookin', girl!

Workaholics’ Blake Anderson comes clean about his real addiction: music

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I t’s Friday night, and Blake Anderson 
has wrapped filming for next week’s 
episode of Workaholics, on which 
he has played the stony, frizzle- 
haired Blake Henderson for the past four 
seasons. It’s an intense schedule—he and 
co-stars/co-writers Adam DeVine and 
Anders Holm have four days to film a 
24-minute episode, and it’s not uncom¬ 
mon for the guys to pull all-nighters, as 
they did this particular week, shooting 
until 11 a.m. Thursday. 

It has been especially busy for Ander¬ 
son, who, on top of starting production 
on Workaholics, cameoed in the season 
premiere of Parks and Recreation the 
week before. 

But now it’s time to chill, and Anderson 
sounds fully relaxed on a quick phone 
call from the set, speaking slowly and dis¬ 
tinctly, with a slight drawl that sounds out 
of place for a native Californian who hails 
from the East Bay. The genesis of Worka¬ 
holics came when Anderson met DeVine 
on his first day of improv class at Orange 
Coast College, which led to the creation of 
the show’s precursor, Mail Order Comedy, 
before he and his pals got snapped up by 
Comedy Central. And though he currently 
lives in Van Nuys, tonight he slips into 
something more North Carolinian, as we 
discuss his DJ aspirations, which he says 


are in a nascent state, if anything—even 
though his Twitter feed has him spinning 
records at parties and generally geek- 
ing out about the music he’s listening to. 
Anderson’s celebrity may be thanks to his 
writing abilities and stage presence, but 
he’s also a guy who takes his tunes hella 
seriously. Should the time come when 
he’s ready to claim a DJ moniker, it’ll be 
Uncle Blazer. 

“I got it from my roommates back in 
the day,” Anderson says about the nick¬ 
name. “It was something along the lines 
of Blake morphing into Blaze, and it may 
have something to [do with] what I like to 
do when I’m relaxing in my private time. 
There are three cool things to be if you’re 
a dude: a dad, a grandpa or an uncle— 
those are all pretty solid.” 

Music has been a lifelong subplot for 
Anderson. As a kid in Concord, his first 
two albums were Nirvana’s Nevermind 
and Ice Cube’s Predator, and it wouldn’t 
take long for the youngster to discover 
the riches of his local hip-hop scene. “My 
buddy Jaime had the E-40 tape In a Major 
Way—with “Sprinkle Me” and “One Love” 
on it. Those are some real classic jams. 

I was like, ‘This album is fresh,’ so I got 
every E-40 album ever since. Fan for life.” 

He still has his “ear to the ground of 
the Internet streets,” as he says; Ander¬ 


son cruises DatPiff for mixtapes, and he 
tweets shoutouts about East Bay under¬ 
ground artists on the regular. Richmond’s 
HBK Gang are among his favorites, Kool 
John in particular. “One of the best of 
2014 is Shmop City— solid from cover to 
cover,” he says about the mixtape. 

Since he has summers off, Anderson is 
a regular fixture on the festival scene as 
well—but he’s not just some punk celeb¬ 
rity lurking in the VIP section. There’s 
YouTube footage of him going hard in 
the mosh pit during the Trash Talk set at 
Coachella 2013. You see his curly locks 
lashing about and can hear voices yelling, 
“Hey, it’s Blake!” amid the melee of knees 
and elbows. For a guy as recognizable as 
Anderson, he has no qualms about getting 
down and dirty with the masses. “The 
energy of a two-to-three-day festival is 
awesome, so I try to attend as many as 
possible,” he says. 

Who is he the most excited about this 
year at Coachella? Steely Dan, of course. 
“They’re, like, the greatest,” Anderson 
says, genuinely stoked. 

And how can you blame him, especially 
coming off a months-long “jazz phase” 
that dominated his Twitter feed this 
autumn? It began at Flying Lotus’ You’re 
Dead record-release party in October. 
“Thundercat came on with some other 


musicians, and they were, like, just jam¬ 
ming, and I was in the zone—like fully,” 
he recalls. “It’s magical when you see jazz 
cats up there like that.” 

Rapping with Anderson about live music 
in a festival setting is enough to make you 
look ahead to April, but he doesn’t quite 
have that luxury. A lot needs to happen 
between now and then, namely shooting 
a dozen more episodes of Workaholics. 

Also, he has to think about life after the 
show; as of press time, this is the last year 
of Workaholics’ contract with Comedy 
Central. DeVine and Holm both have active 
writing projects (and have teamed up with 
Seth Rogen and James Franco—DeVine for 
Neighbors and Holm for The Interview). 

Anderson runs a T-shirt business with 
his wife, Rachel, at boredteenager.com. 
(He sports the shirts on his TV show.) 
Ostensibly that would be enough to 
keep him out of trouble for a bit—lest we 
find him jumping off his roof onto beer 
pong tables and breaking his back (yes, 
it happened; check YouTube) or running 
around the streets of Costa Mesa at odd 
hours, stealing posters off bus stops, as he 
did in his undergrad days at OCC. 

“I would like to apologize to the city for 
all the trouble we caused,” he says. “We 
were young and dumb.”

No More Nightmares 

Wovenwar break out of their old band’s shadow

T he members of Wovenwar 
made it to a very important 
anniversary recently. Last sum¬ 
mer marked the passing of a 
full year since the band rose from the ashes 
of the now-defunct San Diego Christian 
metalcore act As I Lay Dying. Most bands 
would consider that a feat in itself. But for 
drummer Jordan Mancino, guitarists Nick 
Hipa and Phil Sgrosso, and bassist Josh 
Gilbert, it has been a chance to escape the 
horrific headlines that plagued the former 
outfit. At this point, they’d rather not talk 
about As I Lay Dying singer Tim Lambesis, 
who was charged with soliciting an under¬ 
cover detective to kill his wife of nine years. 
After pleading guilty and being sentenced 
to six years in prison, it was up to the rest of 
the band to figure out how to cope with the 
drama and get back to doing what they do 
best: rocking the fuck out. 

They seem to have hit their stride 
with Wovenwar, led by singer Shane 
Blay. Thanks to the stable of thunderous, 
melodic riffage on their self-titled debut 
album, they have already begun reminding 
fans of the old band that they’re back and 
ready to drag your ass into the pit to get 
things swirling again. We recently spoke to 
Mancino about moving past the old band’s 
nightmare, finding a new singer and writ¬ 
ing new songs. 

OC WEEKLY; Do you feel this past year has 
been sort of a new chapter for you and your 
bandmates who were also in As I Lay Dying, 
considering all the insane stuff you went 
through with [Lambesis]? 

JORDAN MANCINO: We’re completely 
devoted to starting a whole new book. 

This is our band now; this our priority. 

It’s not just a project; it’s our passion. The 
decision to start [Wovenwar] was based 
on some unfortunate events, but we’ve all 
been set on making this our priority since 
the beginning. 

What was it like for you to step into a new 


band with producers such as Bill Stevenson, 
who worked on your previous stuff? 

We actually worked with Bill on the last As 
I Lay Dying record, and we had such a great 
experience with him. His history and ability 
and talent makes him one of those produc¬ 
ers who is extremely active in the studio in 
a way that compliments our critical natures 
and the capabilities of the band as individu¬ 
als. He’s helped me on not just my drum¬ 
ming, but on my vocal capability as well. 
How did Shane Blay join the group? 

We didn’t really solicit any new vocal¬ 
ists right away, but we had a list of people 
we were thinking about who might be a 
cool fit. And one of our guitarists, Nick, 
randomly brought up Shane. I’ve actually 
known Shane longer than the other guys in 
the band; we played shows back in the day 
with his old band, well more than a decade 
ago. I always thought he was an amazing 
guitar player and didn’t realize what great 
vocal capabilities he had. So we sent him 
one of the demos we had, and he and Josh 
worked together on the vocals, and when 
we heard him, we said, “Okay, cool!” Like, 
we knew what we were looking for when 
we found him. 

Did you guys [let fans know] the new band 
was developing and keep them aware of 
what was happening as things were unfold¬ 
ing with Lambesis’ trial? 

I think most people understand why we’ve 
been MIA publicly over the past year. It’s a 
stressful situation, and we try to be respect¬ 
ful. Even if others have decided to go on 
rants and raves, we’ve just continued to take 
the high road out of respect for all parties 
involved and our fans.

F or any local act, the formula for blowing up 
basically boils down to fourthings: time, hustle, 
luck and chemistry. Few OC rappers know more 
about thatthan C4mula,the Orange-based MC 
who has had plenty of brushes with fame since he 
picked up the mic. And while he has shared the 
stage with nearly every local rapper of note in the 
past decade or so, its funny that his biggest break 
to date is the result of pairing up with the skinny, 
scruffy guitarist whom most of his hip-hop bud¬ 
dies used to describe as "the punk rock guy." His 
unlikely partnership with friend and Orange-bred 
singer/songwriter Nicky Gritts combines deft lyri¬ 
cism and charisma with catchy, melodic vocals 
and hooks that inspire you to turn down your cares 
and turn up the volume. 

Officially pairing up at the beginning of 2014, C4 
and Nicky Gritts got the kind of jump-start that few 
practitioners of hip-hop/stoner party rock could 
comprehend. Their journey started after the long¬ 
time associates decided to do a couple of acoustic 
shows, resulting in an energetic set of songs that 
paired well with both rambunctious rock bands 
and straight-up MCs. "I was stoked on the project 
because I get to be in both worlds. I grew up 
on serious-ass hip-hop, and I wanted to always 
experiment with other shit," C4 says. "Meeting 
Nicky allowed me to do that." 

Their musical relationship is a mutual lovefest— 
especially for Gritts, who grew up a fan of C4. "I 
feel [he] has just been destined for success his 
whole life, ever since he started rapping, and I've 
been glad to be along for the ride," Gritts says. 

C4 brought Gritts into Roshambo Studios in 
Irvine to sing hooks on a promo CD that the rapper 
was preparing to give to Brad "Daddy X" Xavier, 
founder of the Kottonmouth Kings, as a way to get 
on his radar. The plan was more successful than 
anyone expected. Xavier liked what he heard and 
not only put them on his label, United Family Music, 
but also invited them to be a supporting act on the 
Kings' most recent U.S. tour. The dynamic onstage 
has been an adjustment for Gritts, who has worked 
on harnessing the cajones it takes to impress the 


stoned, faithful (and often unforgiving) followers at 
a Kottonmouth Kings show. 

"It's weird sometimes to go onstage and sing 
my heart out in front of hip-hop fans or the Kot¬ 
tonmouth Kings fans; it took some getting used to," 
Gritts says. "All in all, I have to laugh at it and just 
sort of take that punk approach or else it'd eat me 
alive. It's worked out so far though." 

C4's rhyme skills can also be found on Kotton¬ 
mouth Kings' forthcoming album, Krown Power. 

The duo was also invited to perform at the 
festival of Faygo-guzzling, face-painted madness 
known as the Gathering of the Juggalos. In addi¬ 
tion to getting onstage in front of 15,000 people 
during Kottonmouth Kings' set, C4 and Nicky Gritts 
got a baptism by fire atone of the test's tent stages. 
"That was the most intense shit I've ever been 
a part of. People would throw beer cans at you 
whether they liked you or not," C4 recalls. "Luckily, 

I ducked a couple of'em." 

Though they haven't officially released any 
music yet, their recent handful of local shows 
(including KMK's annual Jingle Bowls concert at 
the Observatory) have been enough to give us a 
taste of the good-time sound that C4 likes to call 
"the Beach Boys meets the Beastie Boys." They 
are currently preparing for another tour, following 
the release of their debut album, Seriously Kidding, 
featuring the skills of Kings producer Mike Kum- 
agai, C4's DJ/engineer Eddie Ruxpin and others.
